Over the next 5 years, DEQ will be receiving additional federal funding in state revolving funds
from IIJA starting in FY23.

These funds are used for drinking water and wastewater infrastructure loans and grants.

DEQ is estimated to receive an additional $253 million as a result of IlJA that requires a state
match.

For every dollar of match, we get almost $6 in return to help communities.
